SENATOR CLARK: The House is under Call. Will the Sergeant
at Arms keep everyone in their seats, please, see that they 
are checked in. Will everyone check in, please. All un­
authorized personnel will leave the floor. Senator Peterson 
Senator Cope, Senator Johnson, Senator Beutler, Senator Lamb 
Senator Wesely, Senator Schmit, Senator Fowler. We have 
eleven people excused until they arrive.
